for the term of six months, or less in the discretion of
the court, or by fine, not exceeding seventy-five dol-
lars.

CHAPTER 97.

AN ACT relating to counties and their boundaries, and amendatory
of section 58 of chapter two of the revised statutes.

The people of the state of Wrisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. Section 58, of chapter two of the re-
vised statutes is hereby amended so that the same shall
read as follows, to-wit: Whenever two counties are
separated from each other by a river or creek, the mid-
dle of the main channel of such river or creek shall be
the division line between them, unless otherwise pro-
vided in the description of the boundaries of such coun-
ties : provided, that it shall be lawful to execute all
writs and processes issued in any county immediately
adjoining such river or creek, at any place on the waters
of such river or creek, immediately adjoining and op-
posite the county from which it was issued.

SectioN 2.  All acts or parts of acts contraven-
ing the provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and
this act shall take effectland be in force from and after
its passage and publication.
